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I. Classification of the Humanities 


The classificatory habit, of the universal, particular and singular as genres, 
examples and absolute example of in in fact say films or music then is how the 
science of humanities begins. It is the type of analysis that in fact humanities with 
philosophy is a rationalism - which in rationalism could be said that though 
everything is science, in fact different branches of science, there is a rational 
judgement that the humanities are as relevant and is a human centered approach 
which develops themes of praxis, history or such literature. 


It means that in fact the humanities is a relevant topic - something like an arcane 
saying goes it is an interpretation of pure sciences, which then is its own subject or 
logic, and this becomes another arcane saying - the historian or history is finally an 
adequate world-view, because it develops how perfection remains an object of 
history as well. 


I mean that in fact it takes a lot of repetitions in different discursive contexts to 
grasp the French philosophical style - where history is more important at times 
than even Cantorian sets. And that is because it is rational. 


II. Rational Arguments 


I believe the sciences are perfect and exact, but I also believe humanities are 
important social sciences where the elementary problem of uniting or 
distinguishing the two is actually about plasticity of course - the more we go into 
history and praxis bepop the more scientific we are, that in fact it has disciplines, 
different orientations and a free mind judges the value of its correctness - an 
integrated method. 


II. Integrated Method applied 


Disciplines in humanities integrated and the sciences corroborated which makes it 
scientific - but then what is integration - I argue that life is lived in science, but also 
history as a science, because living difficulties are of course on the subject of 
experience. 


A few more things about science - experience is free, society is also capable of its 
own science, and in fact pure numbers is idealism for mathematics which is too 
pure an object to be considered not to be interested in statistics, in other words 
there are applied sciences as in fact the importance of the practical stance - 
practically science - such judgements - science is full of jokes - that in fact the 
elementary confusion is how science is about science and humanities about 
humanities like their familial relationship is not being understood - it is like love for 
cousin who is in fact a son or father, which means it is a important judgement that 
rational arguments are also valid. 


Surely you’re joking - that in fact history is important to biology or mathematics as 
its own subject and science and rationalism - that in fact all things are scientific, 
but the problems of life remain.
